WPA Survey Uncovers Many 

Caves, Some Dug by 
Dutch Settlers. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22 (AP). — 
The existence in Manhattan of 40,- 
000 underground vaults potentially 
valuable for -air defense, many of 


which were dug by Dutch settlers 
and some of them once used for 
burials, was reported today by 
WPA officials. . 

The WPA began a systematic 
search for the vaults in 1933, The 
original purpose was to bring new 
revenue to the city by requiring 
owners to pay license fees on the 
unregistered excavations. Since 
then the city has sent out bills 
totaling $450,000. 

Many property holders, the WPA 
survey found, did not know of the 
existence of these caverns or had 
“gy them in to avoid the license 

ee. 

Many of the vaults extended part 
way under the streets and some of 
the older ones ran all the way 
across. The average depth below 
the street level was nine feet but 
some were found at 60 feet.

He made this assertion before 
the National Farm Institute in an 
address which, it was understood, 
had been read and approved by 
President Roosevelt. It was Wal- 
lace’s first address since he as- 
sumed the vice-presidency. 


“Our only hope for peace is to 
prevent England from being des- 
troyed by the Nazis,” he asserted. 
“Let those who fear the conse- 
quences of war keep that in mind.” 


Then, looking toward a time 
“when Naziism is defeated,” Wal- 
lace said that the United States 
has “the resources, the inventive 
genius and the heart” to do “the 
job of peace” in gaining higher liv- 
ing standards for common men the 
world over.

Says — Witness Asserts

Four youths, members of a 
Civilian Conservation Corps camp 
in Babler State Park were killed 
and two were injured when an 
automobile in which they were 
riding was struck by a Frisco 
freight train at the Marshall ave- 
nue crossing in Valley Park at 5:10 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 


The dead are Edward D. Hunt, 
18 years old, of Weaubleau, Mo., 
owner and driver of the car; Esco 
Baird, 18, Mountain View, Mo.; Rob- 
ert J. Myers, 19, St. Joseph, Mo., and 
Charles R. Keys, 21, Neosho, Mo. 

The injured were John Hoglen, 
17, and his cousin, Dale Hoglen, 
also 17, both of West Plains, Mo 
They~ suffered head injuries and 
severe lacerations and were taken 
to St. Louis County Hospital. 

The accident was witnessed by 
Edward F. Rieth, 823 Evans ave- 
nue, Kirkwood,.who told police he 
had been driving west on Marshall 
and had stopped on seeing the 
flashing light signal and hearing 
the warning bell of the crossing. 
Just as the St. Louis-bound train 
approached, moving north at this 
point, the car occupied by the CCC 
youths, also westbound, passed to 
the left of Rieth’s machine and 
crashed into the pilot of the loco- 
motive, Rieth said. 

Car Carried 700 Feet. 

The machine was caught on the 
pilot and carried to.a point about 
700 feet north, where it struck 
a coal car on a siding and was 
crushed and knocked off the pilot. 
Bodies of two of the youths were 
found near the crossing; those of 
the other two between this point 
and the coal car. The Hoglens 
were thrown clear when the ma- 
chine hit the coal car. 

John Hoglen, the only one of the 
survivors able to make a state- 
ment, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter all he remembered was that 
“all of a sudden we ran into the 
engine and the next thing I knew 
I was in the ambulance.” 

He said he and his companions, 
all members of CCC camp 2729, 
one of two camps at Babler Park, 
in. western St. Louis County, 
had obtained leaves of absence for 
the week end and had been in St. 
Louis earlier in the day. They 
drove to Kirkwood and then de- 
cided to go to a movie in Valley 
Park before returning to camp. 

“I was sitting in the back seat 
between Keys and my cousin,“ 
Hoglen said, “We were all talking 
and I was paying no attention to 
the driving. Nobody in the crowd 
had been drinking; so far as I 
know none of us ever took a 
drink.” 

Inquest Tomorrow. 

The bodies of Hunt, Bird, Myers 
and Keys, all badly mangled, were 
taken to the Bopp undertaking es- 
tablishment in Kirkwood, where 
they were identified by Lieut. D. R. 
Crockett, camp commander. An in- 
quest was set for tomorrow at the 
mortuary. 

The train is known as Special 
Fast Freight No. 4142. Charles 
Hildebrand was engineer, Edward 
Stubblefield, conductor. 

The Marshall avenue crossing a 
block east of the main part of Val- 
ley Park, has been the scene of 
several fatal accidents.

Jumbo, 10 Miles Northeast 
of Chisimaio, Falls to In- 
vaders—Fascist Defense 
Works on Juba River 
Bombed. 


CAIRO, Feb. 22 (AP).—The Brit- 
ish reported today the capture of 
the town of Jumbo, described as “a 
position of considerable impor- 
tance” in the coastal section of 
Italian Somaliland. The British 
said a brigade staff and many sol- 


diers were taken prisoner by South 
African troops. 

Jumbo lies on the Indian Ocean 
about 10 miles northeast of Chi- 
simaio, whose capture by South 
African fighters last week opened 
the way for a drive across the 
Juba River in two places. 

Italian Positions Bombed. 

British bombers were reported to 
have battered Italian defense works 
along the east bank of the Juba. A 
British East African airforce com- 
munique said troop concentrations 
were hit and that “Italian troops 
traveling in two lorries near Boda, 
north of Jumbo, indicated to our 
aircraft that they desired to sur- 
render.” 

(The communique did not specify 
whether the men actually were 
taken prisoner.) 

A Reuters (British News Agency) 
dispatch from a correspondent 
“somewhere in Ethiopia,” said 
British-led native demolition squads 
in Gojjam Province were forcing 
Italians to retreat both north and 
south of Lake Tana. The corre- 
spondent said these natives have 
thrown away their spears for 
Tommy-guns and dynamite and 
are menacing routes of reinforce- 
ment for hard-pressed Eritrea. 

Bridges Blown Up. 

Aided by watchers in the hills 
who signal by native “telegraph,” 
the bands nightly steal behind the 
Italians’ lines to blow up bridges 
and telephone lines, the dispatch 
gaid. As a result, it was reported 
the Italians are retiring from their 
mountain positions about Burye, 
85 miles south of Lake Tana, and 
about Gondar, north of the lake.

Rumania Seizes Rubber. 

In Rumania, which continued to 
support the Germans, reservists re- 
ported to army camps and the 
Ministry of National Economy 
seized the country’s entire rubber 
reserves, including all automobile 
tires. Provision was. made for 
stripping tires from automobiles 
and trucks in case of need. 

The marked difference between 
the German occupation of Ru- 
mania and the present move to- 
ward Bulgaria lies in the fact that 
in Rumania Gen. Ion Antonescu 
had no Parliament and much less 
opposition to the deal than is now 
evident in Bulgaria. 

In Bulgaria, even the govern- 
ment’s majority in Parliament has 
expressed concern as to what ig to 
happen if Hitler’s forces are al- 
lowed to march through to Greece. 
Many prominent politicians openly 
have opposed transit to the Nazis.

Eighth G. O. P. Governor. 


There have been only seven Re- 
publican Governors before Donnell 
in Missouri's history, three of those 
being in the Reconstruction days 
immediately following the Civil 
War, when a very large number of 
Democrats, sympathizers with the 
Confederate cause, were deprived 
of the vote because of their re- 
fusal to take the oath of allegi- 
ance to the Union, 

The first Republican Governor 
was Thomas C. Fletcher, elected in 
1864. He was followed by Joseph 
W. McClurg, elected in 1868, and 
by B. Gratz Brown, elected in 1870. 
From that time there were 11 suc- 
cessive Democratic Governors un- 
til Herbert S. Hadley was elected 
in 1908. Then followed two Demo- 
cratic Governors, the next Repub- 
lican being Arthur M. Hyde, who 
was elected in 1920. Sam A. Baker 
and Henry 8. Caulfield, Republi- 
cans, came in order, and then two 
Democrats, Guy P. Park and Gov. 
Stark. 

Gov. Donnell will be the only 
Republican in high office in the 
State during at least the first two 
years of his administration. Every 
other elective State official, in- 
cluding the seven Judges of the 
Supreme Court, are Democrats. 

It is doubtful that the new Gov- 
ernor will even be able to replace 
Democrats with Republicans in ap- 
pointive positions, because none of 
his appointees can take office until 
confirmed by the Senate. The-Sen- 
ate is Democratic and probably 
will refuse to give its consent to 
any appointments Donnell might 
make pending the outcome of the 
contest which McDaniel has an- 
nounced he will file. 

There is a possibility that a Re- 
publican will be elected to the of- 
fice of State Superintendent of 
Schools in 1042, but if that office 
should again go to a Democrat, 
Donnell would be the lone Repub- 
lican official for the full four 
years of his administration.

HERE will come before the 
T Senate a number of amend- 

ments which are in a class by 
themselves. They do not add any- 
thing to and they do not take any- 
thing away from the powers grant- 
ed in the lease-lend bill. They 
are amendments which seek to 
make clear that the bill does not 
mean what some of its critics say 
it means. The House adopted two 
amendments of this sort, one say- 
ing that the bill does not authorize 
convoys and another saying that it 
does not repeal the provision of the 
Neutrality Act of 1939 which for- 
bids American vessels to enter a 
combat zone. An amendment will 
be affered in the Senate saying 
that the bill does not authorize the 
sending of an army to Europe. 
It may be said in behalf of suoh 
amendments that since they mere- 
ly clarify the meaning of the bill— 
namely that it does not authorize 
any of these things—why not adopt 
them all and relieve many sincere 
people of their apprehensions? The 
answer is that, far from clarifying 
the bill, they confuse it both here 
and abroad. For if once you start 
trying to say all the things that 
a bill does not mean instead of say- 
ing clearly what it does mean, you 
could literally go on forever adding 
amendments. The bill does not au- 
thorize convoys. It does not au- 
thorize an A. E. F. It does not 
authorize moving the Washington 
Monument to Alaska. It does not 
authorize the infinite number of 
things which it does not authorize. 
But if you start saying what it 
does not authorize you merely con- 
fuse people, because you give them 
reason to wonder whether perhaps 
something you have forgotten to 
say is not authoribed may thereby 
have been authorized.

UT amendments of this type

UR war with Spain in 1898 

vides a classic example of how 
dangerous is legislative interfer- 
ence with the President’s powers 
as Commander in Chief. A Span- 
ish fleet, under Admiral Cevera, 
left the Cape Verde Islands on April 
29, 1898. Twelve days later, on 
May 11, it was at Martinique in 
the West Indies, and on May 14 it 
called at the Dutch port of Curacao. 
Cevere was on his way to Cuba. 
Where -was the American fleet? 
Admiral Sampson, commander of 
the North Atlantic squadron, moved 
from Porto Rico to Key West. An- 
other part of the fleet, known as 
the flying squadron, was operating 
under Commodore Schley off Hamp- 
ton Roads, Virginia. Though in 
fact the Spanish fleet was, fortu- 
nately for us, inefficient and inferior 
to the American Navy, on paper 
it was not much inferior. It 
reached the West Indies with our 
fleet divided. 

Why was the American fleet di- 
vided? Not because the navy 
wished it so, but because. Con- 
gressmen insisted on it. Writing 
to Mahan, our greatest naval strat- 
egist, Theodore Roosevelt, who had 
been Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy at the outbreak of the war, 
said: “You are entirely right. The 
flying squadron was looked upon 
with hysterical anxiety by the 
Northeast and its representatives 
in Congress.

Had the Spanish Navy not been 
so inefficient, the whole thing might 
not have been very funny, and 
Mahan, when he reported for duty 
at the Navy Department, at once 
took steps to concentrate authority.

HE authority to decide where 

the fleet shall be, to make the 
strategic dispositions, is among the 
most important powers of the Com- 
mander in Chief. Wisely used, it 
may prevent war, and it often has;

important elements of preparedness 
against and preparedness for war. 
For the best navy in the world, if 
it is in the wrong place, may be

OR, as we can read in the 
Federalist, No. 73: 
The President of the United 
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States is to be “Commander in 
Chief of the Army and Navy of 
the United States, and of the militia 
of the several states when called 
into the actual service of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

The propriety of this provision is 
so evident in itself, and it is at the 
same time 80 consonant to the 
precedents of the state constitu- 
tions in general, that little need be 
said to explain or enforce it. Even 


those of them which have, in other 


respects, coupled the Chief Magis- 
trate with a council, have for the 
most part concentrated the military 
authority in him alone. Of all the 
cares or concerns of government, 


the drection of war most peculiarly 


demands those qualities which dis- 
tinguish the exercise of power by 
a single hand. The direction of 
war implies the direction of the 
common strength; and the power 
of directing and employing the 
common strength forms a usual 
and essential part in the definition 
of the executive authority. 

What is true of “the direction of 
war” is no less true of a condition 
of affairs, like the present, in which 
the one best hope of preventing the 
expansion of the war throughout 
the world is to convince Japan and 
its allies of our power and of our 
capacity to exert that power de- 
cisively. A divided responsibility, a 
divided people, a doubt as to 
whether we mean what we say, will 
remove whatever hope remains of 
confining this war to the region of 
Europe. For it will remove the 
last inhibition to all-out war all 
over the globe.

JAPANESE REPORT MAKING 
TAR FROM PINE TREE ROOTS 


Basic Step Said to Involve Boiling 
in Water; Factory Collect- 
ing Supplies. 
~OSAKA, Japan, Feb. 22 (AP).— 
The newspaper Mainichi described 
today a new Japanese process by 
which, it said, pine tree roots will 
be used to replenish supplies of tur- 

pentine and tar. 

Details were not disclosed, but 
the basic step was said to involve 
boiling the roots in water. It was 
estimated the roots would yield 15 
to 80 per cent of their weight. 

A Japanese factory was said to 
have collected 1,600,000 pounds of 
roots for processing, and many 
woodcutters were dispatched to 
mountain districts to gather addi- 
tional supplies.

‘Nazis Need 
France to Set 
Up New Europe’ 


Vichy Envoy to 
Paris Says Ger- 
many, Not Britain, 
Is ‘Our Neighbor.’

PARIS (via Berlin, Delayed), 
Feb. 19 (AP). 

VEN though France now is a 

powerless, defeated country, 

Germany needs it for successful 
reorganization of Europe, Fernand 
de Brinon, Ambassador of France 
and general delegate to German au- 
thorities, said today. 

De Brinon’s statement was part 
of a general summary of what he 
believed to be the position of 
France with relation not only to 

y but also to the United 
States and Britain. 

De Brinon favors collaboration 

between France and Germany. He 


long has striven for it, taking ſt up 


even before the outbreak of the 
war. With the collapse of France, 
came the opportunity for this poli- 
tician-writer to further his pro- 
gram. 

He insisted that collaboration 
was all Germany asked for and not 
a direct turnabout which would 
place France actively in arms 
against England. 

Referring to the meeting of 
Hitler and Petain at Montoire, De 
Brinon declared that at no time 
had the Fuehrer demanded active 
French help against England. He 
quoted the German Chancellor as 
saying, in effect: 

“I do not ask for this because 
you could not do it. But I ask you 
to help me shorten the war by 
means in your power. I ask you 
to help in Africa, which is nor- 
mally a complement of Europe, by 
opposing enterprises of Great 
Britain or De Gaulle in your Afri- 
can empire. 

“This I ask you to do and for 
it France will find again in the 
New Europe the place it used 
to have.” 

(Gen. Charles de Gaulle is leader 
of French. forces allied with Brit- 
ain.) 

Petain Agreed, He Says. 

To this proposition of collabora- 

tion, De Brinon said, the Marshal 
agreed. 
De Brinon stated definitely that 
he thought the position of France 
had not been changed either by 
British successes in the Mediter- 
ranean or by increased aid for 
Britain. . 

“I do not believe that political 
collaboration, in which the Mar- 
shal has taken the initiative, has 
been influenced by African devel- 
opments or by President Roose- 
velt’s plan,” he declared. 

“When he asked for an armi- 

stice the Marshal took the side of 
collaboration. Everybody speaks of 
this collaboration but few people 
know what it means. 
“It is not an exchange of serv- 
ices rendered between the victor- 
ious and the vanquished. Germany 
occupied two-thirds of France. This 
is fact. It is the richest part of 
our territory, which also is fact. 

“Another fact is that we have 
no means in our power to oppose 
this. We accepted the armistice 
because we could no longer oppose 
with military strength. And we 
have no military strength now.” 

France itself once had an op- 
portunity to rebuild Europe largely 
under its own guidance, De Brinon 
said, and failed. 

“After 1918,” he declared, “our 
main aim was to make a new Eu- 
rope. We did not know how to 
take advantage of our victory to 
make this gesture. 1 

It is now the hope of Germany to 
do what we did not succeed in do- 
ing ourselves. We must hope, con- 
sequently, that Germany will not 
make errors that were made be- 
tween 1918 and 1939. 

“In collaboration with this new 
Europe we should take no part in 
dissensions which might arise. with 
the American continent.”

— 2 it has been at any time since 
1928. 


Drawbacks to Deal. 


There are a couple of catches in 
this attractive economic arrange- 
ment, however. In the first place, 
Australia and New Zealand have 
been obliged to surrender their 
economic independence in return 
for the United Kingdom's economic 
underwriting. In the second place, 
there is some uneasiness as to 
whether, despite the best inten- 
tions on the part of the United 
Kingdom, the shortage of shipping 
space and financial exigencies may 
not compel the abandonment of the 
underwriting arrangement. 


In return for guaranteeing the 
purchase at liberal prices of the 
basic exports of Australia and New 
Zealand, the United Kingdom has

Reporter in Group Missing 4 
Days in Effort to 
Reach Aid: 


LIMA, Peru, Feb. 22 (AP).—John 
Lear, Associated Press staff mem- 
ber and four other occupants of 
an airliner stranded in the Sechura 


Desert who had been missing for 
four days, arrived safely today at 
the coastal village of Morrope after 
a hazardous journey through the 
wasteland. 

Lear, accompanied by the pilot, 
Hughe Wells, a native of Shrews- 
bury, Mass., and a Peruvian en- 
gineer, Hermann Baumann, left 
the other 10 passengers of the 
Condor airlinér last Tuesday night 
in search of aid. They were with- 
out water or food and relied upon 
a compas for guidance. 

“They were saved by a miracle,” 
Alejandro Garland, one of the pas- 
sengers to be rescued by Peruvian 
planes said tonight in telephoning 
the news from Chiclayo. 

“Two others,” Garland related, 
“left the grounded plane the text 
day and safely reached the coast, 
but Lear, Wells and Baumann be- 
came lost. 

They misjudged the spot where

LIGHT OXYGEN EQUIPMENT 
FOR HIGH ALTITUDE FLYING 


Improves Possibility of Heavier 


Armament and Adds to Pilot's 
Safety, Speaker Says. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 22 (AP). 
—A new step in the development of 
oxygen for high altitude flying 
was announced today by Prof. 
John Akerman. 

Prof, Akerman of the University 
of Minnesota, addressing a confer- 
ence of Minnesota engineers, said 
the unit developed at the school 
provided two important improve- 
ments: 

1. Weight of equipment is re- 
duced from 250 pounds to 30 pounds, 
thus lightening the warplane for 
providing greater armament oppor- 
tunities. 

2. Danger of explosion of the 
oxygen tank from being struck 
by a bullet is greatly reduced be- 
cause pressures in the new unit 
were much lower than in existing 
equipment. 

The new method utilizes liquid 
oxygen instead of large tanks of 


gaseous oxygen, one liter of liquid 
oxygen providing the equivalent of 
1000 liters of gaseous oxygen.

On Aviation 
U. S. Effort to Pro- 

tect Singapore 


Would Mean Risk- 
ing All in Pacific. 


By MAJ. AL WILLIAMS 


ROM time to time we seem to 
F forget that the long arm of the 

Axis lever extends to Asia and 
the Far East, with Japan sitting 
precariously on the end of that 
lever. 

There are some who think in 
terms of the United States dominat- 
ing the Far East by means of our 
efficient and gigantic fleet in the 
Pacific. Then, too, there are others 
who understand that the Far East 
is far beyond the effective range 
of our fleet, based as it is at 
Hawaii, and that we face disaster 
if we attempt the effort of per- 
mitting our empire ambitions to 
exceed the cruising range of our 
sea machinery. In addition, it is 
well to remember that the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee has re- 
ported to the President and the 
country that American sea power 
is unable to dominate the waters 
of the Far East. 


Time and again, I have heard air 
experts point out that the only 
possible naval base upon which our 
fleet might depend in sueh exten- 
sion into Asiatic sea zones is Sin- 
gapore. That British base, with 
its docks, drydocks, supplies and 
naval stores will attract Japanese 
air power like honey attracts flies. 
There’s not a naval or air power 
expert who does not agree that 
in the event Japan enters the war, 
it will pounce immediately upon 
Singapore with every plane at its 
disposal. No one actually can eval- 
uate the air fighting capacities of 
the Japanese. There’s lots of emo- 
tional talk by uninformed sensa- 
tionalists. 


No Real Test Yet. 


To date, there has been no con- 
clusive test between the air fight- 
ing capacities of the Occidental 
and the Oriental. And until. we 
have that data, it would be only 
safe for us to assume that the 
Japanese airman is a good fighting 
man. Gen. Billy Mitchell, I believe, 
said as much. And he seldom made 
mistakes about any angle of avia- 
tion. 

With Singapore in our secure 
control, defended by thoroughly 
adequate air forces, we might be 
able to think, in terms of Asiatic 
empire, if we did not have to de- 
fend our home shores. 

In short, whatever we may at- 
tempt by seapower, and we have 


; 


no seapower capable of working 
alone that far from major bases, 
depends upon the drydocks and 
naval stores at Singapore. An at- 
tack against this base by seapower 
is regarded as ridiculous. In case 
of a major air attack launched 
from nearby bases held by the 
Japanese, Singapore is peculiarly 
vulnerable. This is one strategic 
position that an enemy does not 
need to capture. All he need do 
is smash its naval repair machin- 
ery, drydocks and naval stores. 
There’s no question in my mind 
that the Royal Air Force stationed 
there is capable of defending itself 
and the base against Japanese day- 
light raiding. 

The Royal Air Force in Europe 
has done that against an enemy 
who has demonstrated his might. 
But neither in Europe nor any- 
where else has anyone devised a 
fair defense against night bombard- 
ment. Facts are facts—and that 
is the fact to date. And one single 
Major attack breaking through the 
defense at night could cripple such 
vulnerable targets as naval dry- 
docks and naval repair equipment. 


- Long-Range Plan. 


The Japanese know these things 
as well as we do. Their slow but 
continual acquisition southward 
along the Indo-China coast is an 
open sign they are working on a 
long-range plan and intend to do 
something about getting air bases 
nearer and nearer to Singapore. Re- 
cently, they moved into the French 
naval and air base of Saigon. They 
are also on Spratly Island, both 
about 900 miles from Singapore. 
Possession of Saigon almost in- 
sures their establishment of auxil- 
jary air bases nearer Singapore, 
on the Cambodian Peninsula— 
about 700 miles distant — which 
means well within bombing range 
of Singapore. 

Singapore is the Achilles heel of 
the British Empire in the Far East. 
If it falls, the Japanese will dom- 
inete the Far East. And the thing 
for us to remember is that we can 
do nothing to prevent its fall— 
without risking our entire safety 
in the Pacific, right up to the 
American coast. 

These are things Americans 
should think of now—and coolly.

Similar testimony is given by Livingston 
Hartley, another well-known writer on mili- 
tary affairs, in his book published in 1939, 
“Our Maginot Line.” On the basis of our 
own experience in the World War, he esti- 
mates that an invading force of 300,000 
men, with sufficient supplies and munitions, 
would.need nearly 400 ships of average size, 
or nearly half the entire merchant tonnage 
of either Germany or Japan. Moreover, such 
an enormous mass of shipping, moving either 
to an advance base near enough to our shores 
or from that base to our shores, would in- 
evitably suffer the most appalling losses at 
the hands of our submarines, available cruis- 
ers and destroyers and larger shore- based 
bombers, losses which the most ruthless. 
militarists abroad would hesitate to incur.

Why should this be so? The committee, 
basing its findings largely on the testimony 
of “the most responsible naval officers and 
naval experts of America,” explains: Without 
a navy capable of controlling the sea areas 
against an enemy, an effective blockade could 
be established against our foreign commefce 
thousands of miles from our coasts, our out- 
lying possessions could be captured and used 
against us, bases could be established in this 
hemisphere and from them, as well as from 
aircraft carriers, repeated raids could be 
launched against our industrial areas.

professional propagandists here to do a pro- 
fessional job. He favored keeping |lec- 
turers, writers, publicists, in short all paid 
propagandists, down to the minimum. 

The British have had a scramble to find 
office space in crowded Washington. They 
have taken over apartments, private dwell- 
ings and an entire floor of the Willard Hotel. 
It is not surprising to find Sir So-and-So with 
his office in part of a bathroom—plumbing 
fixtures removed—with his secretary occu- 
pying what has been a serving pantry and 
his staff in the former living room of the 
apartment. 

It is big business, of course, that the 
British are conducting—very big business. 
As a measure of the scope of operations of the 
Supply Council, an average of 5200 cable- 
grams a day go in and out of the council’s 
various offices in Washington and New York. 


Besides the Supply Council, there @re sev- 
eral British press organizations in this coun- 
try, all of limited scope. The Central Scten- 
tific Office has five scientists in the United 
States to co-ordinate wartime research. A 
small group from the British Treasury, head- 
ed by Sir Frederick Phillips, is working with 
Secretary Morgenthau. Representatives of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer are in New 
York liquidating British securities. Shipping 
experts from the Admiralty and from private 
ship companies have extensive New York 
offices, 

All This in Addition 

to Embassy and Staff. 

All this is in addition to the diplomatic rep- 
resentation which has been greatly expanded 
since the start of the war. The huge British 
Embassy on Massachusetts avenue is being 
enlarged to take care of the new. secretaries 
and attaches on special mission. Lord Hali- 
fax, as Ambassador, is the real policy-making 
spokesman.but there are many other British- 
ers assigned to dutieg that are almost as lin- 


portant.

Woodlawn is an area of rented dwelling 
quarters to a large extent. Except that it 
has more and larger apartment houses, it is 
similar in many respects to St. Louis neigh- 
borhoods of flats and small apartments oper- 
ated to produce income for big and little 
landlords. 

This is the second and concluding field 
laboratory inquiry directed by the HOLC, 
the first having been in the Waverly dis- 
trict of single homes in Baltimore, described 
in the Post-Dispatch last Dec. 8 

Woodlawn long has had a distinct neigh- 
borhood entity, which fits it for the inten- 
sive effort to give it new characteristics and 
new hopes as an urban dwelling center. It 
is about one mile square, bounded on the 
north by the Midway Plaisance and the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, on the east by Jackson 
Park, on the south largely by Oakwoods 
Cemetery and on the west by Cottage Grove 
avenue, beyond which lies a Negro district. 


Physical Characteristics 
of the Experimental Area. 


Transportation facilities are excellent, in- 
cluding 15-minute Illinois Central electric 


service to the Loop, the southern end of the 


Elevated system and car lines to the Illinois- 
Indiana mill district and the airport. Other 
facilities include a high school, public and 
parochial grade schools, a elus of churches 
and the shops and recreation places of one 
of Chicago’s busiest and noisiest outlying 
commercial centers, Sixty-third street. 
Woodlawn’s people nearly all are of native 
stock; they are mostly. artisans, clerks and 
white-collar workers,. with a scattering of 
minor executives, laborers and persons on 
relief. 

It is the present intention to propose that 
an Executive Committee be established, to 
work with the existing community organiza- 
tion, the Associated Clubs of Woodlawn, 
in carrying out the conservation program. 
There is talk also of engaging a full-time 
executive director. No notion is entertained 
that Woodlawn—or any other neighborhood 
—can be made over in a hurry; the object, 
on the contrary, is to influénce the accom- 
plishment of changes, gradually. 

Robert B. MitvheH. director of the Wood- 
lawn Conservation Project for the HOLC, 
told the correspondent there were three ma- 
jor phases of desired accomplishment to fol- 
low the survey report—real estate and archi- 
tectural advice to property owners concern- 
ing better utilization, maintenance and mod- 
ernization; consideration of interesting pri- 
vate capital in acquiring and syndicating 
properties for rehabilitation; development of 
public projects, including enlarged play- 
grounds, more recreational space, better 
parking facilities and rearrangement of 
streets. | 

In addition, he said, there should be health 
work, social work and other activities 
through existing community organization. 


Three Levels: Maintenance, 


Modernization, Management. 

“On the basis of our field work,” he con- 
tinued, we have studied the possibilities for 
improvement of he properties at three levels 
—maintenance, hich includes cleaning, 
painting and such repair work as is neces- 
sary to preserve the structure; modernization, 
which means replacement of obsolete details 
of equipment, without structural alterations, 
and structural change, either to convert the 
building to a different number of dwelling 
units, or to rearrange rooms in conformity 
with modern living requirements, or to m- 
troduce light and air into dark rooms. 

“From these studies are prepared what we 
ve M’ programs—modernization, 
maintenance and management for each type 
ot structure in the various sub-neighborhood 
areas of common conditions found through 
our mapping of information. 

„A committee of persons experienced in 
réal estate finance, and representing various 
private and governmental agencies, was 
establiahed to explore financing now 


‘available for various classes of properties in 


* 


Woodlawn through private or governmental 
sources. This will be related tu facts found 
through the survey, such as relation of mort- 
gages or tax delinquency to property values, 
terms of mortgages now in force, or cost of 
property improvements recommended in rep- 
resentative building studies. The committee 
then will develop possible means of financing 
contemplated improvements to buildings on 
the est possible terms.“ 

While some buildings probably should have 
structural changes, the indications are that 
many require only modernization. Probably 
the most radical step suggested so far is re- 
moval of the three upper floors of a six- 
story apartment, elimination of the old eleva- 
tor and rearrangement of the remaining 
units. This is an outstanding instance of dis- 
repair, known to the investigators with good 
reason as “the rat building.” 

Existing playgrounds would be enlarged, 
under the proposals, by public action in con- 
demning and clearing adjacent property. ~, 

Certain changes in the transit facilities 
are deemed desirable. 


Changes in Street 

Setups; Cul-de-Sacs. 

The surveyors advocate changes in the 
street setup, now largely in a standard grid- 
iron pattern, which would discourage through 
traffic except on the main bisecting and 
bounding arteries. For example, through 
traffic would be shifted from Bast Marquette 
road, a narrow “boulevard,” to East Sixty- 
seventh street, southern edge of Woodlawn, 
only a block away. 

Cul-de-sacs are being planned deliberately 
for streets in much of the district. These 
would provide sufficient access for dwellings, 
but would act as barriers to traffic, as only 
vehicles having business on a particular blind 
street would enter it. The method would be 
to close off about half the length of each 
block of street involved. The closed portion 
would be devoted then to play space for 
children and possibly adults, while the sec- 
tion left open would be widened to provide 
more parking area for automobiles. Strips 
for widening would come from the sidewalk 
lawns, which are fairly broad. A/turnaround, 
lined with trees or shrubs, would be ‘installed 
at the end of each cul-de-sac. 

It is believed that benefit tax assessments 
might. offset damages and result in acquisi- 
tion of the land for this plan without cost. 

There are some unusually long blocks in 
Woodlawn. It is proposed that these be split 
in two, through taking a strip across the 
center, a lot or two wide, which would be 
planted appropriately as pleasant pedestrian 
walks and useful also for play of younger 
children. Mitchell speaks of them as tot 
lots.” 

In some localities, where tots are fairly 
deep, it is suggested that property owners 
in a block could unite and pool part of. their 
land at the back of the lots, which would be 
the interior of the blocks, to create still more 
safe play space and convenient facilities for 
automobile parking. This might be ac- 
complished either by an outright pooling of 
ownership or a lease arrangement, with an 
assessment of benefit charges against adjoin- 
ing property.’

all-out aid to Britain should be considered 
only in the light of cold reality. 

To begin, what are Hitler’s real and 
ultimate aims in this war of aggression 
against nations which have striven des- 
perately to avoid war? He has said re- 
peatedly that he intends to seize living 
space for his “master race.” 

Where is that living space? Where are 
the great mineral and agricultural store- 
houses of the world? Is it not the Amer- 
icas, the Western Hemisphere? The con- 
clusion is obvious. 

Is the survival of England vitally im- 
portant to the defense of the Americas? 
Let us suppose that England, through our 
refusal of aid, is conquered. What claim 
can we then advance to persuade her not 
to yield her sea power and naval bases to 
Hitler? What co-operation and loyalty 
could we then claim from the rest of her 
world-wide empire, even Canada? 

But does this mean that there must 
be another blank check of authority 
handed to the President, that the armed 
forces and ordnance of the nation must 
be made virtually his property to dispose 
of as he sees fit? 

Must Congress surrender its proper 
powers of control and examination, espe- 
cially to a President who has shown a 
very great yearning for power, who never 
gives up any that he receives and who 
has stretched the Constitution and the 
laws beyond the breaking point more 
than once? 

Absolitely not. Effective aid to Brit- 
ain and China requires no surrender of 
powers without a limit of time, or meth- 
od, or quantity-in the giving.

A Rare St. Louis Bird.

HE European tree sparrow is synony- 
mous with the City of St. Louis. The 
opportunity to know this bird in life is 
afforded only to those who live in or near 
this city or to those who visit here. 

Only within a radius of about 50 miles 
of St. Louis is the European tree spar- 
row likely to be found, and nowhere is it 
common.

AN URGENT MISSOURI NEED.

It takes only a quick look at these figures to tell 
what is wrong—radically wrong. 
St. Louis County has almost four times the popu- 
lation of Jasper County, the county of Joplin and 
Carthage, and yet the two counties have equal rep- 
resentation in the Missouri House of Representatives. 
St. Louis County has more than three times the 
population of Greene County, the county of Spring- 
field; it has almost three times the population of 
Buchanan County, the county of St. Joseph. But 
again all three counties have the same number of 
Representatives in the State Legislature. 
The Missouri Constitution contemplates no such 
disparities ‘as these. On the contrary, our basic law 
intends definitely that population shall be the basis 
of representation and that population changes shall 
be taken into account with a state-wide redistricting 
after each decennial census. 
Here is not only an obvious duty for the Legisla- 
ture, now that its members can settle down to State 
business; here is a duty which is both urgent and 
long overdue. For the scarcely credible fact is that 
Missouri has not been redistricted for State senatorial 
districts since 1901! 
State Senator last November on the same basis as 40 
years ago, when it had 50,000, less than one-fifth its 
present population. 
When the Legislature takes up this matter, as it 
inevitably must, our lawmakers will find that St. 
Louis County should have seven State Representatives 
instead of three, and that it should have three State 


Gasconade and Franklin Counties. 

St. Louis County is not the only area in Missouri 
which is unfairly represented in the Legislature. An 
analysis of the 34 senatorial districts shows that 19 
have decreased in population since the 1901 redis- 
tricting and that 15 have increased in population. 

« The City of St. Louis would lose one State Repre- 
sentative, its delegation of 19 being reduced to 18, 
under a fair redistricting. The city, which now has 
six State Senators, would, however, gain a seat in 
the upper chamber, where there are only 34 members. 
Jackson County, including Kansas City, would in- 
crease by one its membership of 10 in the House 
and double its present strength of two in the State 
Senate. 

These changes are only just. We prefer to believe 
that the legislators from areas of declining popula- 
tion now will place devotion to democratic procedure 
above a wrongly held advantage, even though they 
may not have done so in the past. In a time when 
democracy is being challenged around the world, leg- 
islators must rise above local interests or contribute 
to democracy’s undoing. 

“Taxation without representation is tyranny!” 
shouted the protesting colonists in Washington’s time. 
Legislation based on grossly unfair representation is 
a flouting of the democratic process if not also a form 
of tyranny. 

Let the Legislature reapportion the membership 
and do it fairly. That will go a long way to atone 
for the governorship situation, at last about to be 
cleared up. 
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THE DANGER OF “CREEPING INVOLVEMENT.” 

The Senators who are voicing anxiety over the 
danger of “creeping involvement” in the war have a 
distinguished authority on their side, The authority 
has spoken as follows: 

We can keep out of war if those who watch and 
decide have a sufficiently detailed understanding 
of international affairs to make certain that the 
small decisions of each day do not lead toward 
war and if, at the same time, they possess the 
courage to say No to those who selfishly of un- 
wisely would let us go to war. 

The distinguished authority is President Roosevelt. 
The statement is from his address of Aug. 14, 1936, at 
Chautauqua, N. Y. A lot of small decisions have been 
made between Sept. 3, 1939, and now. A lot more 
will be made in the future, and on the responsibility 
of a very few men, if the lease-lend bill goes through 
the Senate without amendments more restrictive than 
those contained either in the House bill or the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee report. Are these de- 
cisions leading toward war? 

No one knows for certain. But there is a lot of 
uneasiness in circulation. We hope that Mr. Roose- 
velt will stick to the formula outlined in his Chau- 
tauqua speech—and that the Senate will have the 
courage to insist that the watchtowers also be 
manned by the American people, through their dele- 
gated sentries, the 531 members of Congress. 
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UNFAIR CAMPAIGNING. 
Even in political campaigns, people expect a mod- 
icum of fair play. 
This is a hint to Walter J. G. Neun and William 
E. Buder, both seeking the Republican nomination 
to succeed Mayor Dickmann. 
Both are now talking about the high price of 
smokeless fuel, about the burden that the smoke- 
elimination campaign has placed upon the shoulders 
of the poor. Let them be warned: That is not a 
political issue. It is a boomerang. 
Those who had the intelligence to work the won- 
der which St. Louis sees this winter have been 
aware, from the very beginning, of this problem of 
price. They have worked harder on it than on any 
other phase of the campaign. 
And their work has not been without results. They 
found, for instance, the supply of cheap Arkansas 
coal, although their success here was largely offset 
by the price rises caused by the Guffey Act. They 
persuaded the Frisco to reduce it® freight rates. They 
are aiding Illinois miners to find processing meth- 
ods. They persuaded the dealers to adopt the cash- 
and-carry plan. Due in part, at least, to these ef- 
forts, coal is $2 cheaper a ton here than in Chicago, 
although there is a difference of only 2 cents a ton 
in the freight rate. 
Nevertheless, those in the lowest income brackets 
are still paying more than might be desired. There 
has been only a partial solution of the problem, The 
search for the real answer still goes on. 
If Mr. Neun and Mr. Buder know that answer, 
they should publish it. Then, if it is the true an- 
swer and it is not adopted, they will have not only 
the right, but the duty to criticise—to criticise loud 
and long. 
But if they don’t know what they are talking 
about, they are guilty of unfair campaigning. They 
are trying to disparage a great civic improvement

The St. Louis museum is handsomely situated on 
its hill in Forest Park, but it is remote from the 
people, so placed that it can be reached only on a 
definite trip to the museum.

The only time most persons can go to 
our museum is Sunday afternoon, a brief interlude 
once a week for which there is much competition. 

Why would it not be sound public policy at least 
to experiment with a downtown branch? There 
are various places where such a branch could be set 
up to see whether or not the taxpayers would take 
to it. In any case, it would not need to be con- 
tinued if the public showed no interest in it. . 

Our belief is that such a branch would be imme- 

diately popular. And with wise correlation, the 
downtown branch could be made an appetite-whetter 
for the museum proper.

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THE MAYORS’ NARROW VIEW. 


narrow view at its St. Louis meeting when it adopted 
a resolution of “determined opposition” to the Fed- 
eral Government’s proposal for reciprocal taxing of 
United States, state and local bonds. It is true that 
the elimination of tax exemption will require finan- 
cial adjustments, but it will require adjustments of 
the Federal and State Governments as well as of 
cities. 

What is important is that the way is at last rapidly 
clearing for an infinitely fairer collection of income 
taxes. It is ill advised of the Mayors to attempt to 
place an obstacle in the way of a long-overdue reform. 
They had much better address themselves to the 
business of working out the necessary fiscal adjust- 
ments. 
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CONFUSION WORSE CONFOUNDED IN STREET NAMES. 

To demonstrate its case as to the need for revision 
of numerous street names in the city and suburbs, 
the St. Louis Postoffice has prepared an amazing 
exhibit. A list has been drawn up showing that 
390 streets in county communities have names dupli- 
cating those of streets in the city, that 21,680 fam- 
ilies, or about 75,800 persons, live on these county 
streets, and that the task of avoiding errors in dis- 
tribution of their mail is an impossible one. The 
same chance for error, of course, applies to tele- 
grams, store deliveries and friends out to make a call. 

There are, for example, five streets named Allen: 
one each in St. Louis, Ferguson and Webster Groves 
and two in unincorporated county areas. There are 
six named Flora: one each in Webster Groves and 
Maplewood, two in the city and two in the county. 
There are seven Lees, nine Maples, and so on. Per- 
haps the prize horrible example is the fact that, 
so badly scrambled are the county municipalities’ 
numbering systems, there are five 300 blocks scat- 
tered along Big Bend! } 

How can these maddening mixups—maddening both 
to persons looking for such addresses and those 
living there—be straightened out? The Postoffice 
cannot dictate changes in street names and num- 
bering; it can only suggest. So for five years, 
Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson has been campaigning 
among suburban officials, individuals and organiza- 
tions, but with only a minimum of progress. There 
are conflicting claims as to which area had a par- 
ticular name first. There are local disputes over 
names, and disputes between communities. So the 
duplications continue, the losses and inconvenience 
caused by wrong deliveries go on. | 

Here, obviously, is something for . public-spirited 
organizations and individuals in all the suburbs to 
concerk themselves about. There are plenty of fine 
historic names, now neglected, that can fittingly 
replace the imitative ones if only an effort is made 
to obtain local agreement. There is no excuse for 
continuance of the present confusion except civic 
inertia. - 
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THE VALUE OF CRITICISM. 

An assistant professor of banking, hired by the 
National Association of Manufacturers to do the 
job, reports that a substantial proportion of the 
social science texts in our schools criticise our 
government and our economy too much. 

The NAM investigator says he found “a very 
notable tendency in many of the books to play down 
what this country has accomplished and to place the 
emphasis on defects. The whole emphasis is placed 
on the one-third of the population who are under- 
fed, rather than on the two-thirds who are well fed.” 

We have a suspicion that when the investigator 
speaks of “the whole emphasis,” his remarks are a 
trifle on the strong side. In general, the textbook 
writers understand their craft. American accom- 
plishments are well known and we will not forget 
them, We are not too modest a people. * 

On the other hand, the best way of lengthening 
the list of accomplishments is to hammer away 
at what has not yet been done. Criticisms of 
the attempted steal of the Governor's chair and 
of the Missouri relief mess were not dictated by 
Pollyanna, But, somehow, we feel there is more 
real hope in such criticism than in all the platitudi- 
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rom the Providence (R. I.) Bulletin.

WANT to make an appeal to the patriot- 
| ism and common sense of my fellow- 
countrymen in genera] and of the mem- 
bers of the Conservative party entrenched 
in their parliamentary majority in particu- 


The proposals I am about to make are 
ones I would attempt to carry out if I were 
Winston ChurchiJl. Being merely Herbert 
G. Wells, I can only state them. 

Certain plain necessities and certain pa- 
triotic obligations are being disregarded, 
and that disregard may very well cost us 
that victory over Hitlerism which still lies 
within our reach—albeit a little less closely 
than it did in the great days of the bus- 
missing and hat-eating speeches of the late 
Mr. Chamberlain. 

Esse y, Britain is one in this war. 
Solidly one. It faces the world, confident 
in its high ideals, battling not only for itself 
but for the freedom, liberty and happiness 
of all mankind. 

But when it comes to telling one another 
and the world what we are fighting for, 
there is so much vagueness in what we say 
and what we permit to have said for us 
that every undecided neutral is perplexed 
about it, and even our home front is uncer- 
tain and confused. 

We know we are in the right, but have we 
made that plain to all the great human ma- 
jority with whom our outlook is irrevocably 
associated? We are, beyond all dispute, los- 
ing the war of propaganda—and that is 
more than half the present war. Why is 
this? And what is to be done about it? 


In 1918, this country and America both 
spoke with two voices. Both conducted a 
vigorous propaganda of the League of Na- 
tions idea, which was immensely enforced 
by President Wiison’s 14 Points, and there 
can be no doubt that the hope of a possible 
pacification of Europe upon tolerable lines 
did much to weaken the spirit of resistance 
of the Central Powers. The Germans have 
always maintained that their indisputable 
military collapse was brought about by the 
great effectiveness of our propaganda. 

It was only later that the world realized 
that there was no real authority behind 
the promises of the Anglo-American propa- 
ganda. The Senate repudiated Wilson, and 
the world became aware of a complex of 
secret agreements and understandings which 
completely vitiated the hoped-for settlement. 
But at the time, the propaganda of the West- 
ern Allies did its work very thoroughly. At 
a price, No rational man will ever trust any 
propaganda again, unless it carries the full 
weight of a Government guarantee. 

War propaganda, like the machine guh, 
the airplane, the tank and the submarine, 
was ah invention of the Western democra- 
cies, but all these things the meticulous 
German has studied and used with a thor- 
oughness far surpassing our fluctuating 
methods. His propaganda at the present 
time is admirably directed, unified in its 
aim and devastatingly better than our own. 

It is no good disguising the truth. Day by 
day it beats us. We, on the contrary, no 
longer speak even with two voices. We 
speak with a babble of voices. I want to 
suggest that we have come to a point when 
it is imperative that, unless we are to ex- 
perience a disaster that may involve the 
whole world, we should speak now with 
a single voice and say plainly what we have 

our hearts about this war. 

Since this conflict broke out, a number 
of us have been agitating for a plain state- 


| 
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ment of our war aims. Now, after more 
than a year of war, we still fight on with 
no clear convincing definition of what it is 
we fight for and what it is all about. 

I suggest that with Lord Halifax out, we 
put the Foreign Office into action; that we 
make a very small group of men—for ex- 
ample, Prime Minister Churchill, Ernest 
Bevin, who ig indispensable, and Sir Archi- 
bald Sinclair or Mr. Dalton or Sir Robert 
Vansittart or Mr. Lloyd George—into a Com- 
mittee of Foreign Relations, responsible for 
the entire control of our foreign affairs, 
our diplomacies and our propaganda activ- 
ity, with the fullest powers for suppressing 
sabotage; that this committee draw up a 
definite memorandum upon our objectives 
in this war, a statement of our war aims 
and, in more detail and with less publicity, 
the methods to be employed, to which all 
our present disastrous medley of utterances 


shall be made to conform.

Need for Two-Ocean Navy. 
To return to the navy: After. the 
World War had eliminated the Ger- 
man fleet in the Atlantic, we moved 
our fleet into the Pacific and since 
then we have maintained it there 
as a check on Japanese aggression.

“Should Britain fall,” said Secre- 
tary Knox, “the naval forces now 
in possession of the Axis powers, or 
which are under construction, 
would greatly outnumber our own. 
Our fleet would necessarily be di- 
vided, to meet danger in both 
oceans. Whether it would be strong 
enough to protect even the regions 
nearest to us is a matter that can- 
not now be foretold. Certainly we 
could not project our strength 
across two wide oceans. With the 
navy retainea at home, we could 
not do much to prevent Japan from 
extending its sway over all of East- 
ern Asia, nor could we prevent the 
establishment of strong military 
base areas in southern Europe and 
in Africa to threaten our neighbors 
to the south. 

“To keep our land secure we 
must prevent the establishment of 
strong, aggressive military power 
in any part of the New World. We 
can keep non-American military 
powers out of our hemisphere only 
through being able to control the 
seas that surround its shores. Once 
we lose the power to control even 
a part of those seas, inevitably the 
wars of Europe and Asia will be 
transferred to the Americas. 

We need time to build ships 
and to train their crews. We need 
time to build up our outlying bases 
so that we can operate our fleets 
as a screen for our continent. We 
need time to train our armies, to 
accumulate war stores, to gear our 
industry for defense. 

“Only Britain and its fleet can 
give us that time.”

Builder of Fighting Planes. 

Another member of the air com- 
mission is C. R. Fairey! The fa- 
mous Dick Fairey is another Brit- 
isher who has worked his way 
up from the bottom. His com- 
panies have made most of Britain’s 
fighting planes, developing the 
speed and the fighter resistance 
that have made the Spitfires and 
the Hurricanes famous around the 
world. On his assignment in this 
country Fairey moves from one 
American plane plant to another, 
talking with the chief technical 
and business brains of the indus 


try.

SPRINGFIELD, II., Feb. 22 
(AP). — The Schaumleffel bill to 
eliminate the three-day waiting 
period before issuance of marriage 
licenses will come before the IIli- 


nois House of Representatives next 
week for a final vote.

BRAZIUAN ARTIST'S 


WORK PUT ON DISPLAY 


About 60 Portinari Paintings 
Besides Mural, Shown at 
Art Museum. 


St. Louisans can get their first 
look today at the paintings of 
Candido Portinari, the Brazilian 
artist who was first boomed in 
this country as a sort of cultural 
complement to the good neighbor 
policy, but whose talents and out- 
put entitle him to a comprehensive 
exhibition. 

The City Art Museum has placed 
more than 60 of his paintings on 
view, most of them coming from a 
display first arranged last summer 
by the Detroit Art Museum and 
later shown at the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art in New York. 

It is a sprightly, gay and invig- 
orating show. It demonstrates that 
while Portinari has learned, and 
even borrowed, much from modern 
Mexican artists and from Pablo 
Picasso, he has a strong original 
bent of his own and a great capac- 
ity for work. ö 

Work Falls Into Two Groups. 

Portinari’s main output falls into 
two groups, There are Brazilian 
scenes painted in a primitive style, 
most of them between 1933 and 


1938, in which his people are out- 


lined with sculptural clarity and 
other details are painted realistical- 
ly. Some of them are enlivened 
with bits of surrealism, but colors 
are somber—deep redish browns 
and heavy blues. 

In 1939, Portinari discarded this 
style for a more free technique. 
His people are merely sketched in 
and heavy backgrounds’ are elim- 
inated. His browns are lightened 
and combined with greys, greens 
and yellows. The whole effect, al- 
though reminiscent of the French, 
is one of pleasant airiness, of an 
imaginative exuberance. 

The subject matter in all of the 
paintings is much the same, al- 
though it is, of course, of more im- 
portance in the earlies primitive 
Canvases. Negroes and mulattoes 
at ‘work and at play on the plains 
of Brazil occupy Portinari’s atten- 
tion most of the time. 

Exhibition to Last Till March 30. 

Although Portinari came from a 
poor family of coffee workers and 
had incredibly hard sledding in 
the art schools of Rio, his pictures 
of his countrymen at work show no 
bitterness. In the earlier canvases

ahead, W. G. Lewellen, assistant 
general sales manager for Chevro- 
let, told Chevrolet dealerg of the 
St. Louis zone at a meeting Mon- 
day in the Municipal Auditorium. 
Lewellen cited Chevrolet sales fig- 
ures as proof of the country's in- 
creased purchasing power.

ORIS KARL OFF, the monster- 

menace of the movies, is a tired 

but happy man. As one of the 
principals in the smash comedy hit, 
“Arsenic and Old Lace,” he is happy 
after 30 years of acting in fulfilling 
his ambition to play in person on 
Broadway. But he is tired, oh, so 
tired, of stories explaining that in 
reality he is a kindly, home-loving 
gentleman who has never tortured 
a child or eaten a baby in his life. 
It disturbs him to be placed in the 
position of denying he has. 

This business of going around 
scaring people half out of their wits 
may seem peculiar to some folks 
but it has been a prosperous calling 
for Karloff. Until he entered that 
phase of his professional career 
about 10 years ago he was going 
nowhere at a gallop, seemingly 
destined to spend the remainder of 
his days as a competent stock and 
road company character actor, with 
a bit tossed to him occasionally by 
the movie producers. All of this 
is nice work if you can get it, but 
with the decline of the legitimate 
theater west of the Hudson River, 
Karloff was increasingly “at lib- 
erty,” frequently a synonym in the 
profession for “not eating.” 

It was one of those unexpected 
strokes of luck, as unpredictable as 
lightning, that changed the course 
of his life. During one of the 
dreary intervals in 1930 he called at 
the office of a theatrical booking 
agent in Hollywood, and found he 
had an hour or so to await the 
agent’s return. 

1 didn’t want to spend a dime 
for a cup of coffee,” Karloff re- 
called. “And I didn’t want to take 
a walk because I'd just meet other 
out-of-work actors like myself. I 
couldn’t go to the Masquer’s Club 
because I was delinquent and had 
been posted, so I decided to drop 
over to the Equity office just to 
kill time.” 

With this chance visit, the wheel 
of Karloff’s fortune began to spin 
slowly in another direction. At the 
Equity office he was informed that 
a part was available to him in “The 
Criminal Code” road company about 
to open in Los Angeles. He signed 
up for the part and played the 
“heavy” or villain. It was a flashy 
role and he received good notices. 
He was certain he would receive 
other offers at the end of the run. 
But he didn’t.

“Just by going to the window of 
my room at the Drake, I could feel 
the city of Chicago bulging out of 
my hip pocket.” 

‘Incidentally, during that visit in 
time of prosperity, Karloff decided 
to celebrate. Having nothing in 


mind, he walked around the loop 


and ended up in a motion picture 
theater showing “Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs,” still a favorite 
with him, although he had seen 
it four times previously. On re- 
turning to the hotel, he felt a little 
silly at his manner of celebrating 
and wired his. wife.

Right after he got his job in 
“Criminal Code” in 1930, Karloff 
married Miss Dorothy Stine, then 
a librarian in the Los Angeles pub- 
lic school system.

the dollar. Mrs. Karloff plays 
bridge, but he has declined to in- 
sure domestic tranquility. Their 
most frequent caller is Dean Syd- 
ney Raubenheimer of the College 
of Education at the University of 
Southern California. There is a 
3-year-old daughter, born on Kar- 
loff’s fifty-first birthday. 

If illusion is shattered for those 
who quail at Karloff, it will do no 
great harm to note further that 
even his real name is less sinister, 
being William Henry Pratt. His 
father was in the British Indian 
civil service and Willie was edu- 
cated against his will for the con- 
sular service at Merchants Taylor 
School at London and at King’s 
College. He ran away to Canada 
when he was 22, and tried his hand 
at farming. Three years later, 
after unhappy ventures as a real 
estate salesman and an electrician, 
he turned his hand, or more appro- 
priately his face, to the stage, re- 
maining an obscure trouper until 
luck turned at 43. 

Today, financially secure and 
happy in his Broadway debut, he 
asks only for a way to prevent peo- 
ple from popping out at him unex- 
pectedly and shouting: “Boo.” It 
doesn’t really frighten him, but 
sometimes it is startling and dis- 
turbs his digestion.

DIAGNOSIS: Previously I have 
mentioned that children should 
“I have money of their own to spend. 

Preferably, they should earn it, too, 
so that they realize the critical fact 
¥ that money is simply minted human 
energy. Life makes no allowances 
for anybody, so the “allowance” 
plan is not as psychologically sound 
@ as letting the child earn his spend- 
ing money. 

In the summer on our farm I 
mark out a stipulated area of 
weeds to be cut. I determine the 
amount of time it will take an adult to cut those same weeds. 
If a farm hand at 25 cents an hour can grub them out in 
two hours, then I use 50 cents as the price for the patch of 
weeds, The boys can take their time and work all day on 
the job, if they wish, but I pay them 50 cents.

The children ae regular duties in the house 
which are part of their normal chores and don’t war- 
rant pay. For example, Philip dries the dishes in the 
morning, George at noon, and Judy at night. But 
special duties like mowing the lawn, tending the fur- 
nace, washing windows, or ironing, are contract jobs 
and warrant pay.

@ AS A FURTHER MEANS of letting the boys earn their 
spending money while accomplishing something of permanent 
value, I hit upon the following plan. Since I myself, with 
12 years of college behind me, don’t know all the stanzas of 
a single song, religious, patriotic or sentimental, I decided to 
encourage the learning of certain wholesome songs. 

So I agreed to pay the. children 25 cents apiece for every 
“hymn or song which they could sing through all its stanzas. 
I chose specific anthems like “The Star Spangled Banner” 
and “America,” plus American classies such as “Old Black 
Joe,” “My Old Kentucky Home,” etc. Then I selected two 
dozen church hymns and Sunday school songs. They reacted 
enthusiastically to the plan.

AST May 15, Nylon hose first 

came into the lives of American 

women, and lines formed to 
the right to get the long-awaited 
“test-tube” hose purported to be 
sheerer, stronger, resistant to abra- 
sion, and—as if it mattered—moth 
and mildew proof. Since then 
many a runner has skimmed down 
many a limb, feminine. arguments 
have waxed heatedly as to the mer- 
its and demerits of the hose, and 
Nylon has branched out into new 
fields. Where women’s _ hosiery 
were Nylon’s sole contribution last 
spring, this year the du Ponts’ fa- 
vorite fiber is being utilized in 
such merchandise as girdles, slips, 
men’s socks, toothbrushes and fish- 
ing lines.

The speed of this burning process 
is regulated by the thyroid gland. 
If this gland is over-active, food is 
burned faster than you take it in, 
even body fat is burned; you have 
extra energy and are always “on 
the go“ —you lose weight. If the 
thyroid gland is under-active, food 
is burned ata slower rate; you may 
feel lazy and lethargic—and you 
get fat. Thus the placid, easy-going 
type of gal may not lose weight on 
the same diet as her restless excit- 
able sister. 

If you follow our diet closely 
without any “extras” and don't lose, 
then you may need to be seen by 
your physician with a view to spe- 
cial treatment. If you have an 
under-active thyroid gland, you 
may need a small amount of thy- 
roid extract daily. In certain cases, 
those little pills are a great aid to 
reducing and thus are a great 
temptation to self-medication. Thy- 
roid tablets, however, should never 
be taken except under medical su- 
pervision:

The non-combustible 
part is no doubt some consolation 
to those who fear their tooth 
brush might go up in flames while 
caressing a molar, or that a fish- 
ing line might fry the catch before 
it’s hauled in. 

The du Pont company has indi- 
cated a desire to reduce the prices 
of Nylon products as volume in- 
creases and manufacturing meth- 
ods improve. All in all, they seem 
determined to wrap the entire 
world in Nylon, and convince 
American buyers that even though 
you have a little Nylon in your 
house, you can always use a little 
mort.

Wit and Wisdom Flow From Margery Doud, Head of Readers Advisory Service at Central Library

T A desk to the right of 
entrance to the great and 


counsels all who find their way 
to her desk. Strictly speaking, her 
job is to recommend books to those 
who want to “read with a purpose,” 
but between recommendations 
she may sandwich such miscellan- 
eous chores as demonstrating the 
use of the dial telephone or reliev- 
ing. a nice father of his worries 


over a son whom the father knows ~ 


is coming to no good end because 
“he is. dreamy and hates mathe- 
matics.” : 
The name of this woman, who 
bears the lengthy title of Chief of 
the Central Library’s Readers’ Ad- 
visory Service, is Margery Doud, 
and a chat with Margery Doud is an 
adventure in conversation. From 
her very real interest in the thou- 
sands of people with whom she has 
come in contact in her 16 years of 
advising folks who come to her 
with their réading problenis, she 
draws a wealth of anecdotes. From 
her long association with the best 
in books, she punctuates her con- 
versation with apt and delightful 
quotations. From somewhere with- 
in herself, she draws upon a sense 
of humor that makes her discus- 
sions of the most profound prob- 
lems entertaining. 

“The Readers’ Advisory Service is 
intended especially for those who 
wish to read with a purpose, but 
at the same time for recreation and 
for pleasure,” Miss Doud explains. 
“To read a given number of books 
in order to gain a general knowl- 
edge of some particular subject is 
not necessarily a boring and weari- 
some task, and in line with the re- 
cent trend toward the humanizing 
of knowledge, librarians are compil- 
ing more humanized reading lists.” 

To illustrate what she means by 
“reading with a purpose,” she tells 
the story of a mother who came 
to her a number of years ago. One 
of this woman’s sons was just out 
of high school. There was no 
money to send the boy to college 
and there were no jobs to be had. 
The mother wanted to interest her 
son in forestry and asked Miss 
Doud to make a list. 

“The career of that son is worth 
following,” Margery Doud says, 
“but to begin with I want to give 
most of the credit for what hap- 
pened to the boy’s mother. It was 
her determination, first, and the 
fact that she had the library to 
come to, second, that accomplished 
the job. The mother did interest 
her son in forestry. He read and 
studied and went into a CCC 
camp. There he was advised to go 
to the University.of Idaho and he 
went, working his way, determined 
to become a forester. But earlier, 
a newspaper article on pounded- 
earth construction had started him 
on a systematic study of all avail- 
able references in the St. Louis 
Public Library. When he got to 
Idaho he built himself a house, over 
a period of two years, while work- 
ing his way through college. He 
used pounded-earth construction, 
digging the earth from his own 
back yard; he used bargain lum- 
ber from a partly burned house, 
and chimney bricks from an aban- 
doned well. Meanwhile, he has 
gone over to architecture and when 
he graduates, he plans to use his 
home as a model and to stay in 
Idaho and build small homes.”

Perhaps it is 
the gift of being able to discern 
the essentials among all the dis- 
tractions that absorb our time and 
dissipate our energies.”

But many of the people who come 
to the Readers’ Advisory Service 
remain in her memory and one of 
her favorite stories concerns the 
60-year-old man who appeared at 
her desk one day with a slip of 
paper. 

“He handed me the slip,” she 
related, and said 1 ain't making 
much progress lady, maybe you 
can help me out. I want a book 
on each of these subjects.’ The 
subjects were astrology, honey, 
oleomargarine, groundmoles and 
worms. We chatted as we followed 
the stars and animals and edibles 
around the catalogue. He was re- 
tired and, with his wife, spent much 
time on their place in the country 
where he fished and read and 
worked a garden plot. He didn’t 
like stories, but he thought worms 
were such interesting little follows. 
Maybe someday he might keep 
bees. Finally we found the books 
he wanted and he beamed as he 
went off, fortified for leisure with 
‘reading for a purpose’ and plenty 
of enjoyment in view in the books 
on his favorite subjects.”

Born in Cardiff, South Wales, on 
July 4, 1910, Templeton was blind 
from birth although until he was 
seven years old, he was kept in ig- 
norance of that fact by his parents 
and the revelation was made then 
by a stranger. The boy had already 
begun his musical career. At the 
age of four he composed his first 
melody and at five, he made his 
first public appearance as a pianist. 
When he was 11, he took a position 
as pianist with the British Broad- 
casting Corporation but continued 
his education at Worcester Col- 
lege, the Royal Academy of Music 
and Royal College of Music, win- 
ning various scholarship honors 
and degrees. 

His concert debut took place in 
London, with success, and after 
several seasons of recitals, he be- 
gan to. take liberties with the se- 
rious music, chiefly for audiences 
of intimate friends. When he came 
to America in 1935 with Jack Hyl- 
ton’s popular dance band, it was 
not only as piano virtuoso but as 
musical satirist. He made one 
previous recital appearance in St. 
Louis four years ago. 

Now Templeton has his own radio 
program, has been voted an out- 
standing radio personality, has 
broken attendance records with 
Philadelphia, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and New York symphony 
orchestras, :

G M. COHAN once observed that the shortest route to 


prosperous season on Broadway reveals that crime also is as popu- 
lar a subject as humor and frequently the two are being combined, 
It is a comeback in popularity for crime plays, the last popular way 


in dramas about transgression of man’s laws having been towarg the 


end of the gangster era. 

That was when “Broadway,” a 
really good play about no more an 
idea than a murder in a speak- 
easy night club, played 603 times, 
beginning in 1926. “The Racket,” 
a story about the big city crime; 
“Chicago,” the tale of a red-headed 
girl named Roxie Hart who shot 
her man and “The Trial of Mary 
Dugan” came along shortly after 
and were affluent hits. The last 
of these, incidentially, is being re- 
vived « the screen. 

There were crime plays before 
such as the Mary Roberts Rine- 
hart and Avery Hopwood melo- 
drama of 1920, “The Bat,” a story 
about a looting bank cashier whose 
thievery leads to murder, which 
ran for 867 performances on Broad- 
way and played from coast to 
coast with half a dozen road com- 
panies, 

“Dead End,” with its 687 per- 
formances in 1935, and “Street 
Scene,” with its 601 performances 
in 1929, “Whispering Wires,” “The 
Cat and the Canary,” and “The 
Last Warning” are other plays of 
the past which proved that crime 
is a successful tool for an author. 


And crime prevention is equal- 
successful a subject as William 
Gillette demonstrated with his 
memorable performances of “Sher- 
lock Holmes” which he began 
playing in 1899 and continued with 
revivals through 1932. 


Probably most famous of crime 
plays was Bayard Veiller’s “Within 
the Law” which William A. Brady 
opened in Chicago in 1912 with 
Emily Stevens in the leading role. 
Brady thought the show was a 
failure and decided to close it after 
its Chicago engagement, but at the 
last minute sold it to Arch and 
Edgar Selwyn who brought it to 
New York with Jane Cowl in the 
leading role. 


The play was an instant hit 
and made a fortune, but Brady 
still argues to this day that it 
would not have been a hit except 
for the fact that a few nights 
before the Selwyns opened it here 
there was a sensational murder 
in a Broadway hotel. That was 
the killing of the famous gambler, 
Herman Rosenthal, and Brady 
argues that overnight it made 
audiences so sensitive to crime that 
they swarmed to see “Within the 
Law.” 

At the moment two of the big- 
gest money-making on 
Broadway are both murder plays, 
“Arsenic and Old Lace,” and “Mr. 
and Mrs, North.” There are several 
other shows, too, in which crime 
is more or less rampant but in 
these two particular ones you have 
murders committed in lurking 
corners off the stages and with a 
sense of humor. 

Both plays, like their illustrious 
predecessors, are destined to earn 
a fabulous amount of royalties — 
and so crime definitely pays be- 
hind the footlights.

The island is 24 miles lo and 17 miles wide, one of the 
five strongest maritime fortresses in the world. 


ROM the Straits Settlements just above the Equator, through the 
steamy Malayan jungle and 1100 miles north to Rangoon, 
the British last week feverishly prepared to meet a Japanese 
attack on Singapore, expected when and if the Germans tried to 
invade England. Japan was trying to continue its southward 
advance through diplomatic, pressure, demanding from Indo-China 
and Thailand (while mediating their miniature war) use of Cam-ranh 
Bay, big enough to anchor: the entire Japanese fleet, Saigon, a 


naval base in the Gulf of Siam and air bases in Thailand. Spratly’ 


Island had been readied as an air base and five crack Japanese 
divisions waited on Hainan Island. 

As the Australian War Cabinet met in a “situation of the 
utmost gravity,” the British Empire massed troops, probably at 
least several divisions of Australians and Indians, on the Malay- 
Thailand border. The British air strength spread dlong numerous 
strategic bases from the southern tail of Burma to Penang and 
Singapore, was reported as nearly 1000 planes, including many 
Blenheim bombers. Last month, a large shipment of Bren gun 
carriers and light trucks arrived at Singapore to mechanize the 
infantry. Probably the normal 7000-man. garrison of Singapore 
itself has been tripled. : 

' Numerous maneuvers had convinced the British of their abilit 
to defend Singapore from a sea-cir attack. The island itself is 
the most heavily armed fortress in the world. Its 18-inch guns, 
largest known, can shoot 25 miles, outrange those of any Japanese 
battleship. It has three excellent air fields. A question mark is

The big British weakness right now is the lack of naval strength 
in the Far East. Singapore is primarily a naval base. Although 


it has direct control over the crossroads of the East, the Malacca 


Straits, it depends on cruiser squadrons based there to control the 
passages of the South China, Celebes and Java seas, and as such 
would be an unbearable thorn in the side of any Japanese advance 
straight south to the Dutch East Indies, one that must be removed 
before the Japanese could dominate the area. But so far as is 
known, there are no British battleships in the East. The Australasian 
and Far Eastern fleets, which normally mustered 16 cruisers, an 
aircraft carrier, 17. destroyers, 15 submarines and a monitor, have 
been greatly depleted for the Mediterranean war. A quick victory 
over Italy would be necessary to enable the British navy to use 
Singapore as intended, a wartime base for a battle fleet. so as to 
oppose a Japanese attack on the Dutch East Indies with anything 
more than raider tactics. But if the United States entered a war 
againat Japan, its battle fleet could base at Singapore, which has 
two docks in which battleships could be repaired and enough oil to 
fuel ct battle fleet for six months, and have an edge on the Japanese 
fleet, whose nearest real base is Formosa, 2000 miles north.
